Hiddeous is the sorrowful appear- 


ance of the 
bloated,

blackened deaa, so lately noble, stal- 
wart men, as they are packed togeth- 
er, side by side, some in blue and 
soine in gray. But, yet more horrible 
is the agony of the wounded to whom 
speedy death would often be an un- 
speakable boon. 


At Gettysburg every form of the 


battlefield's horrorswas present over 
extended miles—on verdant meads, be-

night with a surging mass of soldiers 
and civilians. As regiment after regi- 
ment of cavalry and battery after bat- 
tery of light artillery w-ere being hur-

Dther soldiers were coming in to have 
their wounds dressed. 


So the regular soldier, he of the

rest and avoid being tramped on, ex- 
tended himself on the bare floor be- 
neath the dining table, his basin of 
water beside him. All night long.with 
an occasional brief respite, would be 
heard the drip, drip, drip, of the wa- 
ter trickling back into the basin ash« 
scooped it. with his other hand, upon 
his fevered arm.

ber of the scattered wounded in barns

tals of the several corps. These ex- 
tended over miles of territory.stretch- 
ing across meadow land and orchard, 
through forest and corn field, along 
the valleys of streams and on the high 
bluffs that rose beetling above them. 
With the exception of the field hos- 
pitals of the first corps, these acres 
and miles of suffering were immedi- 
ately in rear of the left center of the 


i Federal battle line. 
! 
Those of the Eleventh and Twelfth 


! corps were west of Rock Creek on the 


1 extensive George Bushman farm

other contiguous properties.

others were east of the stream men- 
tioned: and. generaly. »juite near that 
creek or some of its affluents.

When as fell the shades of night af- 


ter Pickett's valiant men had gone to 
death Imboden came up with his com- 
mand to General Lee entrusted the 
task 
of 
conveying 
the Confederate 


wounded back to the Potomac. 
That 


was the most gruesome caravan of 
suffering this world has ever seen, 28 
miles of teams and ambulances laden 
with shot torn, fever-crazed, mutilat- 
ed humanity. 


Yet thousands of Confederates were 


left on the field and in the rude barn 
hospitals adjacent to it. Other thou- 
sands were in the hands of the Fed- 
eral troops. 


Immediately after the battle every 


church and school building, every hall 
and warehouse in the town of Gettys- 
burg, every barn for miles around it 
in every direction was a hospital. The

Other men shot out of all semblance 
to humanity, were nursed and cared 
for by tender hands in every dwelling 
house of town and country.

was the horror presented everywhere, 
so great the magnitude ot the task, 
that even the magnificently equipped 
and 
admirably 
disciplined 
medical 


and hospital organization of the great 
Army of the Potomac stood almost 
aghast at the problems confronting U. 
The situation seemed well nigh hope- 
less arid helpless. The most persistent 
and 
untiring of 
Mercy's ministers 


were appalled at the impossibility of 
affording adequate relief to the tens 
of thousands of suffering men within 
any reasonable time. 


As soon as burned bridges were re- 


built, and destroyed tracks relaid, and 
communication by railway from Get- 
tysburg re-establishea with the great 
outer world, help began to pour in. 
Medical supplies, delicacies for parch- 
ed and 
pain-racked 
men 
began to 


itour in in an unceasing stream. 
The 


great North opened its heart and its 
purse as never before to battle suffer- 
ings, for this was the greatest of 
them all and the only one that had 
been fought in its own borders. The 
capacities of the little single track 
badly 
ballasted 
railway 
leading to 


Gettysburg were taxed to the utmost 
au'd beyond. 
Volunteer nurses and 


volunteer physicians came in by the 
hundred. There was room and work 
tor every nurse and every physician. 
By the larn of Mr. Schwartz out in 
Mt. Joy township, and by a score of 
other barns, out in meadows and in 
pine forests solemn and dim. along 
the banks of Rock Creek stood the 
amputation tables, and the work on 
them was incessant — sickening and 
gruesome — until the legs and the 
arms were piled by cords and hauled 
off by wagonloads to be dumped in 
trenches where a century hence the 
plowman will unearth the mouldering 
hones of those who fought at Gettys- 
burg.

of New England—from the

and every pleasant city and peaceful 
village of New York—from little Del- 
aware, and from along the Scotia and 
Miami—all on one common errand of 
love, all torn by the same agonizing 
feeling of doubt which, in thousands 
of cases was. too soon, dissolved in 
the certainty of despair. 


They came to search for their dead 


—to minister to their wounded. Some 
were successful, some failed. Some ex- 
humed hundreds of bodies but never 
found the dead for whom they sought. 
Some found their loved ones in rude 
hospitals and hovered over them for
